I  have  the  honour  to  present,  for  your  information  and  consideration,  the 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  of 
We sthoughton  for  the  year,  1962. 

STATISTICS 


The  estimated  population  of  the  district  in  1962  was  16,620,  an  increase 
of  340  on  the  figure  ascertained  for  1961. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  300  births  were  registered,  of  which  6  were 
still  born,  so  that  the  Live  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  under  review  is  17*7  as 
against  15.7  the  previous  year,  end  the  Still  Birth  Rate  20.0  as  against 
16.0  in  1961. 

Seven  infants  failed  to  survive  to  their  first  birthday,  giving  an 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  23.8  for  the  year,  compared  with  two  deaths  and 
a  rate  of  8.1  in  the  previous  year. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  has  been  no  maternal  death4 
The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate,  therefore,  remains  at  nil. 

The  number  of  deaths,  from  all  causes,  was  199?  giving  a  Crude  Death  Rate 
of  12.0  and  an  adjusted  rate  of  14.1. 

HEALTH  SERVICES. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council,  through  its  Divisional  Health  Scheme,  1947> 
has  continued  to  provide  the  personal  health  services  in  the  district,  details 
of  which  will  be  found  in  Section  B  of  the  Report,  together  with  certain 
essential  information  in  regard  to  other  services. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES .

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area, 


Belton  Corporation  supply  '.7es  though  ton  with  water  which  is  satisfactory  in 
regard  to  quality  and  quantity.  There  are  several  sources  of  supply,  but  the  larger 

quantity  comes  from  the  Lake  District,  All  water  is  treated  before  passing  into 
supply. 


.four  samples  of  water  were  submitted  by  Bolton  to  full  chemical  analysis  and 
1 if ty-one  samples  of  treated  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 
The  results  showed  water  of  excellent  quality,  B,  Coli  being  absent  in  all  cf  the 
potable  water  samples  tested. 


Weekly  tests  of  the  water  show  there  is  no  significant  plumb o~ solvent  action. 
No  action  was  required  to  be  taken  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination.  There 
are  5*828  houses  supplied  directly  from  the  public  mains  serving  the  total 
population  of  16,620  persons.  No  houses  are  supplied  by  stand-pipes. 


During  the  year  1,849  yards  of  new  water  mains  were  completed.

Tnis  is  largely  on  the  combined  system.  There  is  one  main  sewage  disposal 
plant  at  Rogers  Farm  and  three  subsidiary  plants  at  Dicconson  Lane,  Dog  Holes  Farm 
and  Marsh  Brook,  Arrangements  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  are  becoming 
inadequate  in  view  of  increasing  development  in  the  district  and  consultants  at  the 
end  of  the  year  completed  their  report  on  a  preliminary  outline  scheme  and  estimate 
for  the  provision  of  main  drainage  and  sewage  disposal  works  to  seive  the  district, 
having  regard  to  its  known  requirements  and  to  probable  developments  arising  from 
discussions  with  the  Lancashire  County  Council  and  the  Manchester  City  Council,  as 
to  the  nroposed  increase  in  the  resident  population  of  the  district. 


Closet  Accommodation 

Four  waste  water  closets  were  converted  to  fresh  water  closets  during  1962, 
the  Owners  of  the  property  concerned  receiving  a  grant  of  £22  10s.  -d.  As  far  as 
can  be  ascertained,  only  two  waste  water  closets  are  now  in  regular  use  and  it  is 
expected  that  these  will  shortly  be  converted.  Where  privy  middens  are  in  use,  they 
exist . at  outlying  farm  premises,  where  main  drainage  is  not  available.  As  the 
u.i strict  develepes,  it  is  anticipated  that  they  will  be  largely  replaced  by  fresh 
water  closets.

Refuse  Collection  and  disposal  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.  Twenty  men  and  four 
vehicles  are  employed  in  emptying  weekly  over  6,000  bins;  collecting  waste  paper 
for  salvage  from  shops  and  also  other  trade  refuse.  During  the  year  delivery  was 
taken  of  a  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Fore  and  Aft  Tipping  Vehicle,  having  a  25  cub. yd. 
body  capacity,  with  a  power  press  for  compressing  the  refuse.  It  is  hoped  to 
shortly  replace  our  oldest  refuse  collection  vehicle  by  a  side  loading  vehicle 
with  diesel  engine  to  undertake  miscellaneous  work  in  the  district. 


Controlled  tipping  of  refuse  continues  at  the  Warcock  Hill  site,  which  now 
has  a  limited  life.  Tribute  should,  I  think,  be  paid  to  the  Tip  men  who  undertake 
a  really  arduous  job,  under  varying  weather  conditions  and  maintain  a  well 
controlled  Tip. 

A  total  of  325  dustbins  were  issued  during  the  year  under  the  dustbin 
replacement  scheme,  which  becomes  a  charge  on  the  G-eneral  Rate  Fund.  This 
compares  with  383  dustbins  issued  in  the  previous  year. 

Street  scavenging  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  and  a  purpose  made  street  cleansing  vehicle  came  into  service  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  proving  economical  in  use  as  compared  to  manual  labour. 
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The  collection  of  waste  paper  and  tins  was  as  follows :-

An  increased  number  of  inspections  in  relation  to  Clean  Air  and  Pood  Premises 
was  recorded.  The  number  of  defects  or  nuisances  abated  exceeds  those  discovered 
due  to  the  remedying  of  notices  outstanding  from  the  previous  year.  The  majority 
of  work  was  carried  out  as  a  result  of  informal  action  and  no  legal  proceedings 
were  instituted  during  the  year.  Reconstruction  of  the  drainage  system  of  a  block 
of  five  houses  was  undertaken  by  the  department,  the  necessary  work  being  carried 
out  in  default  by  a  private  contractor  working  for  the  Council,

There  were  4.98  inspections  of  shops  carried  out  during  the  year  on  behalf  of 
the  Lancashire  County  Council.  Individual  contraventions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950, 
relating  to  ventilation,  temperature  and  sanitary  accommodation  noted  on  these 
inspections  wore  dealt  with  informally  and  remedied. 

Thirteen  inspections  of  offices  were  carried  out  during  the  year,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  and  contraventions  were  dealt  with 
informally  and  remedied. 

Offensive  Trades 

Fifty- three  inspections  of  a  fat  melters  premises  were  carried  out  ana  further 
improvements  to  odour  control  plant  made. 

Common  Lodging  Houses • 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  district. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools 

There  are  no  swimming  baths  or  pools  in  the  district. 

Disinfestation 

During  the  year,  fifteen  houses  were  treated  for  cockroach  infestation  by 
using  dieldrin  powder  or  insecticidal  lacquer.  One  case  of  flea  infestation 
occurred  and  the  premises  were  sprayed  with  D. D. T/Pyre thrum  solution. 

Precautionary  spraying  of  all  houses  vacated  under  the  Council’s  Clearance 
Programme  was  carried  out  and  four  houses  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

Schools 

The  water  supply  to  the  schools  in  the  area  was  found  to  be  constant  and 
sufficient.  All  schools  no?/  have  modern  type  water  closets  and  twenty  inspections 
were  carried  out  during  the  year.  Regular  cleansing  and  decoration  of  the 
conveniences  is  carried  out. 

Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  A,ct,1951« 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  area  where  rag  flock  is  manufactured,  used 

or  sold. 
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Rodent  Control 


During  1962,  the  work  of  rodent  control  continued,  the  Cleansing  Foreman 
carrying  out  treatment. 


All  rat  and  mice  infestations  are  promptly  dealt  with,  private  dwellings 
without  conditions  conducive  to  infestation,  being  treated  free  of  charge. 
Treatment  of  business  premises  is  charged  on  a  basis  of  men’s  time  and 
materials  used. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty-six  premises  were  inspected  and  six  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  visits  made  to  property  either  for  the  purposes  of  survey  or  for 
dealing  with  infestations.  One  hundred  and  nineteen  rat  infestations  and  five 
mice  infestations  were  found  and  treatment  carried  out.  One  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight  inspections  of  agricultural  properties  were  undertaken  in  the  course  of 
the  year.  The  treatment  of  the  sewers  using  warfarin  poison  plus  a  bait 
preservative,  was  carried  out  as  usual. 


Moveable  Dwellings • 

Little  action  was  necessary  in  relation  to  moveable  dwellings.  Advice  was 
given  when  required,  to  members  of  the  Public,  on  the  conditions  normally 
imposed  on  sites  licensed  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development 
Act,  I960. 


CLEAN  AIR 

Smoke  Control 

The  Westhoughton  (No.  2)  Smoke  Control  Order,  cane  into  operation  on  1st 
Octobei',  1962,  and  embraces  311  dwellings  in  the  Leigh  Ruad  and  Clough  Farm  Estate 
Area.  The  Solid  Smokeless  Fuels  Federation  Mobile  Van  exhibited  the  use  of 
smokeless  fuel  and  was  stationed  in  the  Area  towards  the  end  of  October.  Every 
endeavour  was  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  ensure  that  the  occupiers 
of  houses  affected,  were  aware  of  the  types  of  fuel  available  and  the  correct 
method  of  using  smokeless  fuel.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  up  to  the  present 
date,  it  has  been  unnecessary  to  report  to  the  Council  any  contravention  of  the 
Order  and  the  co-operation  of  the  Public  has  been  good.  Some  housewives  who  go 
out  to  work,  prefer  to  use  gas  or  electricity  for  heating  their  homes  because  of 
the  instantaneous  heat  available  and  on  grounds  of  economy.  Many  people,  however, 
will  still  prefer  to  use  solid  fuel  dnd  there  is  no  doubt  that  open  fire  gas  coke  burnt 
on  a  properly  fixed  approved  grate  gives  a  satisfactory  and  economical  fire  when 
correctly  used. 

The  Westhoughton  (No,  l)  Order  was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  during  the  year 
and  comes  into  operation  on  1st  July,  1963.  It  consists  largely  of  council  houses 
at  Daisy  Hill  and  adjoining  private  development. 
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Smoke  Control  (cont*d.) 

Forty- two  observations  of  industrial  chimneys  were  carried  out  during  the 
year.  Two  coal  burning  plants  were  replaced  by  oil  fired  boilers. 

Measurement  of  Atmospheric  Pollution, 

The  table  and  graph  on  page  (l9  )  show  the  atmospheric  pollution  from  smoke 
and  sulphur  dioxide.  The  results  are  obtained  from  daily  readings  taken  at  the 
Library  Street  Site  and  show,  principally,  the  pollution  within  half  a  mile  radius 
of  that  point.  It  can  be  clearly  seen  from  the  graph,  ho w  pollution  rises  to  a 
peak  ih  winter  and  falls  in  summer,  when  less  coal  is  burnt,  where  the  amount  of 
smoke  measured  is  greater  than  the  sulphur  dioxide  (i.e.  a  high  smoke/S02  ratio)  it 
indicates  that  pollution  is  predominantly  from  domestic  chimneys.  It  will  be  seen, 
therefore,  that  with  the  exception  of  June  and  July,  when  domestic  chimneys  receive 
their  least  use,  the  greater  part  of  pollution  comes  from  domestic  sources. 

On  population  density  figures  for  the  area,  the  Department  of  Scientific 
and  Industrial  Research,  estimate  that,  for  a  northern  town  of  this  density,  the 
average  yearly  smoke  concentration  would  be  in  the  range  150  1  microgrammes  per 

cubic  metre.  The  average  for  this  area  for  19&2  was  230  micro  grammes  per  cubic 
metre,  which  is  appreciably  higher  than  the  expected  range. 

The  conclusions  one  may  drav/  from  these  measurements  are  that  Westhoughton 
is  in  an  area  of  atmospheric  pollution  which  may  rightly  be  described  as  a  "Black 
Area"  and  that  the  major  portion  of  pollution  in  this  area  comes  from  the  domestic 

chimney.

Statistics 

One  hundred  and  sixty  six  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  by  private 
builders.  While  no  Council  dwellings  were  completed  this  year,  it  is  anticipated 
that  thirty-eight,  one  bedroom  flats  will  be  under  construction  the  following  year. 

Conditions  -  C-eneral  Observations 


Approximately  20%  of  all  houses  in  Westhoughton  are  owned  and  maintained  by 
the  Council.  The  proportion  of  modern  housing  accommodation  is  steadily  rising  as 
new  development  continues.  Houses  in  private  ownership,  which  become  vacant,  are 
not  usually  re-let  and  the  number  of  Owner/Occupiers  is  increasing.  Where  houses 
have  a  satisfactory  life  of  at  least  15  years,  every  encouragement  is  given  by  the 
Council  for  improvements  to  be  made,  particularly  in  relation  to  bathroom 
facilities. 

Sufficiency  of  Supply  of  Houses . 

There  were  268  applicants  on  the  Council’s  Housing  List  and  of  these  72 
householders  and  52  lodgers  desired  houses  and  118  householders  and  26  lodgers 
desired  bungalow  accommodation, 

fitness  of  Houses 

One  thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty— six  inspections  were  carried  out  during 
the  year  in  relation  to  the  fitness  of  houses.  Defects  were  remedied  at  239  houses 
as  a  result  of  the  service  of  notices  or  other  action  by  the  Department.  The

Twenty- three  houses  were  represented  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  these 
included  six  houses  contained  in  a  Clearance  -Area.  Forty-seven  houses  were 
demolished  and  two  closed.  Four  families  were  re-housed  by  the  Council  and 
accommodation  was  thus  provided  for  sixteen  persons. 

Five  applications  for  Discretionary  Improvement  grants  were  received  by  the 
Council  and  approved  and  work  was  completed  at  three  houses  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Standard  Grants,  whi ch  provide  for  the  provision  of  five  standard  amenities, 
i.e.  a  fixed  bath  or  shower;  a  wash-hand  basin:  a  hot  water  supply;  a  water  closet 
and  satisfactory  food  storage  facilities,  were  approved  for  all  18  applications 
received  and  work  was  completed  in  28  cases.  The  amount  of  grant  in  these  cases 
is  half  the  actual  cost  of  the  v/ork,  subject  to  a  maximum  of  £155,  where  the  five 
standard  amenities  are  provided.  Owners  are  urged,  where  practical,  to  take 
advantage  of  these  grants  to  provide  their  property  with  modern  amenities*

Factories  Act 


Visits  to  factories  during  the  year  showed  that  standards  of  sanitary 
accommodation  are  generally  satisfactory.  Co-operation  with  firms  was  good  and 
legal  action  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Factories  Act  was  found  unnecessary. 
Cotton  Spinning  and  Weaving;  Steel  Erecting;  Metal  Box  Manufacture;  Manufacturing 
Chemists;  Paint;  Raincoat  and  Plasterboard  Manufacture  are  the  chief  industries 
in  the  area.
